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INTRODUCTION 


In 1948 at a Royal Society Scientific Information Conference, J. D. Bernai reported on a preliminary analysis of a study 
on the use of scientific literature. The object of the questionnaire was to find out directly from working scientists what 
they had read, why they had read it. and what use they had made of the information. In his report, Bernal stated that an 
overwhelming proportion of scientists read and appreciated reviews and that reviews formed a very important and 
increasing part of general background reading 


The reading habits of medical investigators, clinicians, and educators. and of workers in fields allied to medicine amply 
confirm today the observation of Bernal twenty-eight years ago. Indeed. as biomedical literature expands, the need for 
reviews appears more obvious 


Through the Monthly Bibliography of Medical Reviews, the Library hopes to provide health professionals with an 
easily accessible desk reference tool for guidance to the latest reviews in the journal literature of biomedicine. 


Medical reviews are defined by the Library as articles which are well-documented surveys of the recent biomedical 
journal literature. In most cases articles include a list of references either in the body of the paper or as a bibliography. 
Articles which include case reports are considered reviews only when the case reports serve to document the subject of 
the review 


Articles with the following characteristics are not considered as reviews in this bibliography: case reports or original 
research articles containing a review of the literature as an adjunct: statistical and epidemiological surveys: historical 
reviews; bibliographies which comprise only a listing of references; monthly summaries of subject areas which appear as 
a regular feature in journals: theses: and lengthy articles covering many aspects of a specific subject which are more 
appropriately considered as refresher courses rather than reviews. 


Proceedings of selected congresses and symposia. as well as various multi-authored monographs, are also indexed. 
Those individual papers or chapters which meet the criteria (above) for reviews are included in this bibliography. 


Users of Monthly Bibliography of Medical Reviews will find an acquaintance with Medical Subject Headings (MeSH) 
useful in determining which subject headings are most appropriate for their needs. MeSH. the National Library of 
Medicine's thesaurus, is the technical language which provides controlled subject access to the biomedical literature 
indexed for MEDLARS. MeSH is published as Part 2 of the January Index Medicus (see list of publications, inside 
front cover). 


Although the most specific terms available in MeSH are used in indexing articles for Index Medicus, broader headings 
are used for reviews to enable grouping of similar material 
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INTRODUCTION 


Index Medicus is the National Library of Medicine’s monthly 
bibliography of the literature of biomedicine. The contents of the 
twelve monthly issues (January-December) comprise the annual 
Cumulated Index Medicus. 


MATERIALS INDEXED 


Index Medicus contains citations to the serial journal literature 
and to selected monographs. 


In the selection of materials for indexing, the National Library 
of Medicine is advised by a group of distinguished physicians, 
medical editors, and medical librarians. The Library indexes the 
literature that has been judged most useful to Index Medicus 
users, but it is not possible to include every journal and mono- 
graph that might contain useful articles. 


An effort is made to maintain a reasonable balance of subject 
matter. The inclusion of a journal or monograph should not be 
construed as indicating that it is considered superior to one that 
is not indexed; the omission of a publication does not necessarily 
reflect on its quality. 


Original journal articles are indexed, as well as those letters, 
editorials, biographies, and obiiuaries that have substantive con- 
tents. Abstracts of articles are never indexed. In certain journals 
which cover fields other than biomedicine, only those articles 
related to biomedicine are selected for inclusion in Index 
Medicus. 

Monographs which have been indexed include published 
proceedings of various congresses and symposia, and selected 
multi-authored works. Each issue of Index Medicus and Cumu- 
lated Index Medicus carries a list of monographs indexed therein. 


The journal title abbreviations used in Index Medicus are 
formulated according to the rules of the American National 
Standard for the Abbreviation of Titles of Periodicals,‘ and the 
individual words of the titles are abbreviated according to the 
forms given in the International List of Periodical Title Word 
Abbreviations.” 


For the abbreviation of any specific journal cited in Index 
Medicus, see the List of Journals Indexed in Index Medicus (LJ1) 
in the January issue of Index Medicus and in the annual cumula- 
tion. LJI is also available separately from the Government 
Printing Office (see National Library of Medicine Publications, 
inside front cover of any monthly issue of Index Medicus). 


THE INDEXING OPERATION 


Materials selected for inclusion are indexed by highly trained 
literature analysts. The content of each piece is described by as- 
signing terms selected from Medical Subject Headings (MeSH), 
the Library’s controlled vocabulary of technical terms. MeSH 
is published as Part 2 of the January Index Medicus and is 
reproduced in its entirety in Cumulated Index Medicus. Addi- 
tional copies of MeSH may be purchased from the Government 
Printing Office (see NLM Publications, inside front cover of 
Index Medicus).

In indexing, the analyst assigns as many subject headings as 
are necessary to describe adequately the content of each article 
or chapter. 


Each journal article or monograph chapter is cited in Index 
Medicus only under those subject headings which represent the 
most important concepts of the article. All subject headings are 
stored in MEDLARS (Medical Literature Analysis and Re- 
trieval System), the Library’s computer-based file of citations, 
for future use in machine retrieval. 


In using Index Medicus, bear in mind that citations are 
published only under those terms appearing in MeSH. If the 
medical concept you have in mind is not a Medical Subject 
Heading, you will need to find the MeSH equivalent. For ex- 
ample, if you are interested in German measles, citations on 
that subject will appear in Index Medicus under its MeSH 
equivalent, RUBELLA. 


When materials are indexed for Index Medicus, the most 
specific terms available in MeSH are used. Thus, if an article is 
concerned with erythromycin, it would be indexed under that 
term, rather than the broader “antibiotics.” Under the latter term, 
one would find only: (a) articles dealing with antibiotics gener- 
ally, (b) those that deal in a very general way with a large 
number of named antibiotics, or (c) those that deal with 
specific antibiotics which have not been separately listed in 
MeSH. 


The user who is interested in one concept may find that the 
broader term is also worth examining for articles or chapters of 
possible interest. Although one may be interested primarily in 
penicillin sensitivity, reports on the general subject of antibiotic 
sensitivity may be useful. 


The user who wants information on some aspect of the use of 
antibiotics in pediatric practice would certainly want not only the 
general materials that would appear under “antibiotics,” but also 
those concerned with specific antibiotics. 


Because it is impossible to group together all terms directly or 
indirectly related to a particular concept, please consider the 
following when searching this bibliography: 


1. Direct form of the term (e.g., Lung Abscess) 
2. Inverted form of the term (e.g., Anemia, Hemolytic) 
3. Broader and narrower terms 


The best way to find broader and narrower terms is by refer- 
ence to the MeSH “tree structures,” in which MeSH terms are 
grouped into fourteen subject categories and arranged in a 
hierarchical manner with specific terms indented under the 
more general ones. For example, in section D20, under “anti- 
biotics,” one finds a list of many types of antibiotics, such as 
“antibiotics, antineoplastic.” Indented under that term are 
several even more specific terms. (Terms followed by an 
asterisk (*) may be used for machine retrieval, but never 
appear as subject headings in Index Medicus.) Thus, one may 
find broader or narrower terms merely by scanning these 
hierarchical lists. 


4. Noun form (Liver, Kidney, Brain) 

5. Adjective form (Hepatic, Renal, Encephalo-) 

6. Function words which imply the concept in mind (Think- 
ing for Brain) 

7. Terms for techniques which imply the concept in mind 
(Angiography for Arterial Thrombosis) 

8. Synonyms or near-synonyms (e.g., Vertigo for Dizziness) 


The Index Medicus user generally starts with one or more 
medical terms in mind which express his own subject interest. If 
he does not find a given term in the alphabetical list, examina- 
tion of an appropriate “tree structure” may reveal a synonym or 





a broader term under which the desired literature might have 
been indexed. When a usable term is found, examination of 
nearby entries in the alphabetic list may reveal related terms 
that are also worth searching in the Index Medicus Subject 
Section. 


SUBJECT SECTION 
Each article or monograph chapter cited in Index Medicus is 


printed under one or more subject headings, and the entry ap- 
pears in full under each. 


Journal Articles: 

Each entry contains the following elements, in order: original 
English title of article, or English translation of title; first author 
(if more than one) or sole author; journal title abbreviation; 
volume number; issue, part or supplement; inclusive pagination; 
date of issue; the notation Eng. Abstr. for those non-English 
articles which provide an abstract in English; and an abbrevia- 
tion indicating the language of the article if other than English. 


Monograph Chapters: 

Each entry contains the following elements, in order: original 
English title of the chapter, or English translation thereof; in- 
clusive pagination; first author (if more than one) or sole 
author; the word “In,” followed by the name of the editor or 
compiler of the monograph; title of the monograph; place of 
publication; publisher; date of publication; NLM call number; 
and an abbreviation indicating the language of the piece if other 
than English.

Under each subject heading, the entries are grouped according 
to the original language of the text, with the English-language 
items appearing first, followed by citations for works published 
in other languages, arranged alphabetically by language. Within 
each language group, the articles are alphabetically ordered by 
journal title abbreviation. Monograph chapters are cited under 
the letter “I” in this ordering. 

Examples of typical journal article citations are: 

An article by H.G. Mather, et al, titled: 

Myocardial infarction: a comparison between home and 
hospital care for patients. Mather HG, et al, Br Med J

is cited under three subject headings:

Under each of the subject headings, only the first author's 
name appears. (For the names of all other authors, refer to the 
Author Section.) 


An article by D. Artese, A. DiNicola, and S. Santilli is cited 
under the headings GLUCAGON THERAPEUTIC USE and HEART 
FAILURE, CONGESTIVE pDruG THERAPY:

The brackets indicate that the title has been translated. The 
title of the journal has been abbreviated: the full title may be 
found by reference to the abbreviations listing in the List of 
Journals Indexed in Index Medicus. The notation in parentheses 
indicates that this article has an English abstract. 


An example of a typical monograph chapter citation is: 


Cannabinoids: metabolites hydroxylated in the pentyl side 
chain. pp. 141-57.

This reference cites a chapter authored by S. Agurell, et al., 
which appears on pages 141-57 in a monograph edited by G.G. 
Nahas and others. The appended notation QV 109 S253m 1975 
is the National Library of Medicine call number for this mono- 
graph: the NLM Current Catalog may be consulted for the full 
catalog entry. 


AUTHOR SECTION 


References in the Author Section cite all authors’ names. These 
are followed by the title of the article or monograph chapter in 
the vernacular, and then the other bibliographic elements as they 
appear in the Subject Section (described above). The title of 
the article is supplied in translated form only (as in the Subject 
Section), and not in the vernacular, for citations in the following 
languages: Arabic, Armenian, Azerbaijani, Chinese, Georgic, 
Hebrew, Indonesian, Japanese, Korean, Persian, Pushto, Thai, 
and Vietnamese. Titles in the following languages are trans- 
literated into Roman script: Bulgarian, Greek, Russian, Serbian, 
and Ukrainian. Following are examples of citations found in the 
Author Section:
